Austin, Tex., May OO.—The court of 
criminal appeals bas hande*’ 4nwii a de­ 
cision that will be read with grout in­ 
terest by vehicle, hardware and imple­ 
ment dealers over the state, and with 
dismay by the agents of outside firms 
of certain vehicle manufactures. 
For a 
long time agents of vehicle firms out of 
Texas have traveled over the state sell­ 
ing Luggies, ambulances, wagons, etc. 
The agents traveled with a train of bug­ 
gies and would make sales to farmers 
from out of their string, and thu* injure 
the tra'te of the l o c 1 a1 vehicle dealer who 
had paid his taxes, something the other 
fellow failed to do. 
These agents refused to pay the state 
occupation 
tax on 
vehicle peddlers, 
claiming that such practice was inter­ 
state commerce and therefore not under 
state jurisdiction. 
The state tax on 
such pi ddlers is $250 for each County in 
whi ih they operate, and the county tax 
is one-half the state tax, making a total 
of $375 that would be required in each 
county. 
The decision of the court holds that 
the tax must be paid.

Barlow, ria., May 30.—Fred Rochelle, 
a black negro, 35 years old, who at noon 
Tuesday criminally assaulted and then 
murdered Mrs. Rena Taggart, a well 
known aud respectable white woman of 
tins city, was burned at the stako here 
early last night in the presence of a 
throng of people. 
The burning was on 
tho s< ene of the negro’s crime within 
IOO yards of tile principal thoroughfare 
of this city. 
The assault and murder 
was one of the boldest crimes ever com­ 
mitted in Florida. 
At IO o'clock Tuesday morning Mrs. 
Taggart, who was born aud rearod in 
tIlia place and who was a woman of good 
family aud reputation, went fishing 
alone in a small row boat that silo kept 
at the city bridge over Piaeo creek. 
This is in full view of the publio 
thoroughfare. 
A few minutes before noon Mrs. Tag­ 
gart desiring to return home, rowed lier 
boat to the bridge aud made it fast. 
A 
negro man was fishing from the bridge 
at the time. Mrs. Taggart started home 
and had proceeded only a few steps in 
the swamp toward the open prairie and 
thence to tho street when she was ap­ 
proached by Rochelle, who had been 
hiding in the swamp. 
He seized her 
and she broke looso and screaming, ran 
from tho swamp to the open prairie 
whore he overtook her, overpowered 
her and committed the assault. 
After the assault, while she was pros­ 
trated he held her with his hands and 
knees and taking his knife from his 
pocket cut her throat from ear to ear, 
cauking instant death. 
He then walked 
to the negro who had been fishing on 
the bridge aud who was thoroughly 
frighteued and asked him what he 
should do with the body.

Then the fire lessened 
in speed and the writhing body came 
back in full view, but already the 
groans had ceased and the only evidence 
of life was in the contortions of the 
muscles of the limbs.

the body burned and in a half hour 
from the time of the application of the 
match, only the charred remains were 
left. The crowd dispersed as orderly as 
it had gathered.
